Dear Sir: 

Pleaae be adviaed that I have apoken with Mr. John B. Creegan, 

Law Aaaiatant of tbe Appellate Division. He informed me yeaterday that if 
I refuaed to appeal aa a poor peraon which I am not, my petitibn for appeal 
ia Improper and cannot be honored. 

Your file will ahow correapondence from me atating that it ia 
apparent to me aome of your aaaiatanta do not care to work and their joba 
ahall lie given to unemployed attorney! who are willing to aerve the public. 

If the State Crime Commiaaion ehould look into thia neceaaity rrv^y diacover 
your ataff more auited for Carnegie Hall and Tammany Hall can't be blamed 
for thia. 

Surely aa a member of the Bar Aaaociation, I am certain you 
muat underatand that it ia impoaaible for me to obtain counael and have 
him commit a cardinal ain of profeaaional ethica. That ia to prove 
the complaintant and hia fellow employee all attorney! are unethical. 

Mr. Fre eman'a teatimony ia in direct contradiction to hia aworn 
complaint of diaorderly conduct againat me in the 13th Precinct. Aa for 
Mr. McLeod, Regional Director of the National Labor Relatione Board 
I feel certain that Senator Kennedy of the Racket! Committee wae referring 
to thia type of corrupt labor attorney. 

Furthermore when Judge Kaplana aaked me whether there waa any 
legal baaia why I ahould not be aentenced I proteated that the witneaaea had 
committed perjury and your aaaiatant proteated that I ahould be cenaored by the 
Court for making auch atatementa. Upon thia I withdrew the motion not 
wiahing to embarraaa the Court. 

Aa I never conaidered my verdict proper or even juatified, I 
aee no logical reaaon why I ahould continue to report to the Probation Bureau 
now that my appeal haa been blocked and your office apparently ia determined 
not to reopen my caae. I do not feel I am defying a Court order but aa challenging 
the immunity granted to an attorney to perjure himaelf in order to juatify hia 
profeaaional incompetence. Reporting to the Probation Bureau can only 
indicate that I approve of the verdict and aentence. 





I have noticed that the Mayor and Governor-elect are having 
difficulty raising funds to balance their budgets. Wishing to spare 
the taxpayers the enoraous burden of financing a manhunt for ee I 
will turn eyeelf In whenever requeated In order to preserve the 
Illusion that George Meany, Walter Reuther and their accomodating 
prema have created. That Is that only In labor and management are 
there "racketeers” and that obvloualy la why they so willingly 
became a part of the movement to "cleanse" labor management relations 
even before a conviction pertaining to labor management relations 
waa obtained. 

The trade or craft union movement has a life long hlatory as 
being classified aa conservative along with all the professional 
associations. Now we have "liberal'Industrial unions led by despots 
If not actual criminals, who represent their eeebers through their 
controlled Congressmen who are supplied with funds stolen from the 
eeeberahlp. Like the Chinese they preach full employeent and feel 
that husband and wife each earning $1.00 per hour each aa unskilled 
workers serve their "purpose" better than a craftsman whose productivity 
le far superior and who does not approve of their socialistic ldlology. 

As for Improving the Industrial climate In New York City It will 
be Interesting to see whether your office dares to question our City's 
free press whether their drawn out Crusade against unproven racketeering 
on our waterfront and In the International Association of Longshoremen 
waa justified or were they paid propagandists of the AFL-CIO political 
education group In an effort to divert shipping elsewhere. 

Trade or craft unions are community organizations. They strive 
to see that local Industry Is healthy. Industrial unions as such 
are not community organizations and readily exploit the members and 
the community In order to achieve their socialistic goals. Like locusts 
these "liberals" encourage the creation of alums In order to house 
their migratory workers and they abandon them on the community as they 
push on to new frontiers.

Dear Sir: 

With reference to your letter to me dated November 25, 1958 it 
appears you are uncertain as to ay reason for appeal. Undoubtedly this 
is due to the fact ay letter of information dated November 5, 1958 was 
forwarded to you before ay letter of appeal dated October 30, 1958. 

The letter of October 30, 1958 complies with the procedures of your 
Court and la self explanatory. 

I sincerely regret the position the District Attorney and the 
Court of Special Sessions took in ay trial and undoubtedly they have 
their reasons for feeling they acted properly. However I insist that 
Justice was not served when they stood by silently in the face of perjury 
by Mr. Freeman in order to obtain a conviction. In addition I was prevented 
from croma-examlnlng Mr. Ivan McLoed Regional Director of the National 
Labor Relations Board on the grounds that ay questions had no bearing on 
the Charge Property Damage. In the U. S. I assume that the law of the land 
still la in effect and that the defendant is presumed innocent until proven 
guilty and that la why I question the valued judgement of the Court of 
Special Sessions and the District Attorney when they allowed themselves to 
be used against an individual whose Interest they are supposed to protect 
as well as the complalntants. 

As the record of my "supposedly fair" trial might be aclalmed the 
law of the land or the law of the State 1 catogorlcally refuse to refinance 
my mortgage to obtain the funds to have additional copies of this Infamous 
event printed. 

I was convicted of property damage despite the fact the Court and 
District Attorney were aware and appeared unconcerned that the act of 
property damage was resorted to in self defense in an effort to expose 
the crime the "provlleged" complalntants fellow employees committed 
against the defendant. 

I contend that I was denied due process even though I had a 
"Supposedly fair" trial when 1 was denied by the District Attorney the right 
to a Jury trial. The Court explained during my trial in effect that the 
charge prohibited them from weighing extenlatlng circumstances and were 
only concerned whether I did or did not damage property. 

It is my firm belief that the complantant does not have the courage 
of hla convictions displte his privileged status and would not press ftls 
complaint if he were aware he would have to submit to cross examination 
where extenuating circumstances would be considered. "Perhaps" this is 
why I waa arraigned for mallcous mischief which can require a jury trial 
and this was reduced to property damage which does not require a jury trial. 

I contend the Appellate Division has no other choice then to set 
aside ay conviction and order that a charge requiring a jury trial be 
reinstated. Otherwise it will uphold that tie law of the land no longer 
permits an individual to defend his family, property and/or beliefs from 
unlawful ?. And that said individual must be convicted for daixg daring 
to expose an unlawful and/or criminal denial of his right as guaranteed in 
the Bill of Rights and the Constitution of the United States. 

I am determined to meet this issue head on and will not rest until 
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Justice once Bore prevails and ay naae cleared. If the complaintant and 
Mr. McLoed refuse to appear for a jury trial I declare that the Ethical 
Practlcea Committee of the Bar Association should be the place where their 
punishment ia ? out for bringing theBAR Association into desrepute. These 
attorneys in an effort to conceal their and their fellow employees criainal 
acta had arrested an individual not a aeaber of the Association and now 
aay feel unqualified to aatch their professional ability against a person 
practicing law without a license. Before a Jury trial the Const, could 
not be so lenient with thea after I prove the crlae I allege was coaaltted 
against ae. 

Once again I declare I shall not pay for printing of the record of 
ay trial despite the fact I have sore than 300 assets in equity. The 
"privileged** coaplalntant could have withdrawn their charge at any tlae 
permitting ae to make a Motion for a complete dismissal and now they 
have gotten themselves, myself and responsible organized society into this 
aeaa because I believe they feel society is obligated to protect them on 
the grounds that ay political crlae of resisting unlawful Federal employee 
eacroachaenta waives the protection guaranteed to ae in the U.S. Const. 

Furthermore if ay appeal applicants is rejected on any grounds in¬ 
cluding failure to pay for printing of the record I shall refuse to report 
to ay probation officer for I will nto support a government which meets 
out justice on the baals of political crimes. 

Our supposed free press has been aware of ay arraignment and 
conviction and for reasons known to themselves they gave tacit approvals 
as in the case of Peter Zerga. A Jury freed Peter Zerga and now they are 
apparently determined this error will not be repeated. However they pro¬ 
vide aaple apace to defend aud promote the ? of worn out capitalists and 
labor leaders who feel that their salvation lies with scraping the free 
enterprise system in order to protect the wealth and position they acquire. 

I believe in capitalize and as proud of being a part of the trade 
union movement, however, I resent that it appears as though a group of weak¬ 
lings have joined forces to destroy capitalism and the trade union movement 
simultaneously in an effort to deprive society of their benefits. Even 
Congress appears afraid to write a good labor-management law. 

The January 6, 1959 calendar date is most satisfactory and I trust 
you will confirm this in further correspondence. At such time I shall aake 
motions baaed on the contents of this letter and any other matter the Court 
deems pertalnant. 


I desire to debate with Walter Reuther 
Dubinaky ia protecting him by refusing to 
recognise me and aay even have assisted 
to put ae in my present inconvenience. 
Keep your chin up'.'V

Supplementing ey petition for appeal for the Judgement of 
conviction heard herein on the 29th day of September 1958 defendant 
hereby makes the following declaration. 

I contend that the events leading up to my arrest and 
aubaequent conviction are the direct result of an Improper federal labor 
law. Made present labor law a rank and file union member is subjected 
to possible loss of employment if he should attempt to ? and for comment 
upon corruption and for conflict of interest on the part of union officials. 
Also under federal labor law it appears that union membership is dis¬ 
couraged aa the use of the state District Attorney is prohibited for 
investigating any complaints of rank and file members who complain that 
their mandatory dues are being improperly used for political purposes 
withal their consent. 

Because the official of ay union are corrupt and for suffering 
from a conflict of interest, which I maintain is the Liberal Party, they 
steadfastly refused to represent me at any time, for actually I was 
critixing their immunity under labor laws, which in effect placed all 
union members in a condition of unvoluntary servitude. 

furteraore ay arrest was obtained by federal employees, who 
committed a state crime, and yet they enjoy immunity from prosecution 
because of their goveraental function. 

The expednse of having the transcript and all records of ay 
arrest and conviction presented is beyond ay means therefore I respect¬ 
fully request that the State become an interested party in ay behalf or else 
permit ay appeal to be heard solely in the basis of the original records. 

It is ay belief that the State Courts are not qualified to rule 
on this involved matter for it deals in part with the Constitutionality 
of the creation of the creation of a police State brought about by corrupt 
federal employees and corrupt union officials under immunity granted by 
federal law. Only the United States Supreme Court is qualified to rule 
on this point of law; therefore, I trust you will grant an early calander 
date:

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President Walter Reuther I JAW CIO-AFL Chaepion of the Socialist Den.oc rates 
appears to have outeeerted hieaalf. Also ha is now a poaltlon to prove con¬ 
clusively that everything Hr. Joseph Karp wrote about his is true and probably 
understated. 


After almost three aontha of watchful waiting without a contract he 
deliberately cqum •• hia aoat opportune battlefield ths time when the automobile 
akaaaxaa^klsraartrappr companies would start this 1959 production. Weeks of 
sparring with General Motors went by fruitlaaaly and the he signed with 

Ford e contract bringing its UAW members the beat ever in Mr. Reuther's regime. 

Confident that his rear was protected with this contract with Ford or the 
Ford foundation ha boldly declared that he now wants more from Chrysler or General 
Motors as his price for labor peace and uninterrupted production. 

Chrysler and General Motors alresdy hsve agreed to accept the Ford conditions 
and I sincerely wonder if any stockholder in either company hasn't a legal case 
if their company is blackmailed or by Mr. Reuther to place them in an in¬ 

ferior position coapetitively with Ford. 

Mr. Reuther is tha final negotiation for the CAW with the entire automobile 
industry end it appears to be aa an act of "economic racketeering or discrimination" 
for hia to requsst excessive demands of some companies. The same applies to the 
auch aentloned local issues. 

I aalntaln that all industry wide collective bargaining such as Mr. Reuther 
personally conducts should be resolved at equal conditions otherwise Mr. Reuther 
eould be open to the substantiated charge of negotiating a "sweetheart agreement" 
with Ford. However hs ssld hs would not accept as carbon copy of the Ford contract 
and it is assumed he did not refer to names, addresses or dates. 

Hs has burned his bridges: behind him because of his arrogant attitude that he 
is responsible to no one except possibly the Ethical Practice Committee, and what a 
farce that is. Ha retreated in face of determined opposition to his infamous profit 
shoring scene which would have compelled the Treasurar of the United States to come 
to him for funds to run the government and it remaines to be seen whether he will= 
retreat now to sccsptance of the Ford contract as the industry wide formula. 

If ha persists in carrying on hia war of nerves with Chrysler and General 
Motors and strikes these companies he will be open to attach on three fronts. His 
over 90,000 members in Ford could not look upon with relish the thought that they 
were sold out for reasons best known to Mr. Reuther. In addition he, his supporters 
end tha Committee on Political lSducation could not blame the Eiaenhower Administration 
for his personal men made unemployment. 


Furthermore I oontend, that even if he now makes a face saving retreat for the 



honor of Maintaining the economic rise, your paper owes Mrs. William F. Knovland 
Senator Knovland*s wife a public apology. She was greatly embarrassed by your 
overt atteaipt to protect Mr. i either by injecting the "red Herring" of Mr. Kamp 
caualng Mr. Paul Butler or the Democratic Party to criticize as unethical Senator 
Knovland'a campaign. It would be interesting to know Just how much influence 
Mr. .‘leuthar haa over the Democratic Paity. 

After your'e through research and expose of Mrs. Knovland, Mr. Kamp, and 
even purchasers of hla material I sincerely vonder vhy you have been unable to 
confirm or publiah back In February that President David Dubosky after he vas 
avare that I vas being denied the right to vork and my union constitutional appeal 
proceedurea vere denied ay requests that he his constltulonal povers 

and hold an investigation. 

And to think that Mr. Meany wants Immunity to "clean his own house" 

Of vhat, anyone who does not approve of Socialism.

Dear Mr. Hogan: 

Please be advised once again that ay trial is scheduled for September 
29, 1958. As before I shall be ay own counsel and I trust that your office 
or Judge Gaaner will once again use this as the excuse to delay the hearing 
or ay trial. 

To be deterained is whether the National Labor Relations Board a 
Federal Agency is Justified in having ae arrested by the police departaent a 
State Agency after I becaae aware that ay charge was being taapered with. 

1 aa ready to prove that any and all acts of disorderly conduct or aalishinous m 
aiachief on ay part were strictly due to provacation on the part of eaployees 
of the N.L.R.B. who had taken the law into their own hands, in an atteapt to 
deprive mm of due process. 

I have already contacted Representative Owen Harris, Chairaan House 
Coaaittee on Legislative Oversight to convene his coaaittee to investigate 
why the N.L.R.B. guides itself that it is proper for a union to coaait fraud, 
violence and a racketeering against its aeabers. I wonder if I aa receiving 
thia treataent because ay charge is against the International Ladles Garaent 
Vorkera and not the Teaasters who feel the saae way as I about the Coaaittee 
on Political Education. 

As a resident and taxpayer of New Y-. rk State I could only look upon 
with suspicion any further delays by your office, in order to prevent ae froa 
having a fair trial without unreasonable delay. Because I consider ay trial 
public service I aa not and will not look upon with favor any repeal on your 
part to proseciJe. I aa confident I can Justify any of ay actions. 

It la unfortunate that the N.L.R.B. feels it is a law waking body, 
reaponaible only to Itself, and not to Congress which passed the law which 
eatabliahed it. However any deviation froa Congress in that is their 
reaponaibi1ity and not aine.

When a Splinter Hurts It Should Be Removed or How to 
Talk Soft and Carry a Big Stick 


To all the Government officials whom I named in this 
series I deeply regret that I had to reflect on their Judgment. 

I did not relish this method but saw amzkiag no other way of 
showing how completely unresponsible the political actionists 
have been in their effort to establish a Socialist Society. 

Somehow they have obtained opinions that Labor Law, 
whatever that is, supercedes Civil Law and even the Bill 
of Rights. A few months ago, after being denied the right 
to work by my Local for criticizing the Socialist Policy 
of the Liberal Party, I went to the New York Civil Liberty 
Union and was told in effect that under Labor Law, I was 
the property of the Union and not entitled to representation. 

Every law enforcing agency told me they had no Juris¬ 
diction in this matter so I finally contacted the McClellan 
Committee to investigate whether I was paying dues to a labor 
union or a political party. 

Much has been discussed in Congress about making Unions 
responsible snd st the same time democratic. However, only 
the reluctant Socialists views were heard for they had convenient 
ly labeled anyone who disagreed with them Anti-labor or 
racketeers. 

As a rank aud file union member who believes in the 
Labor movement and also civic responsibility I feel my views 
would be most constructive to the McClellan Committee and 
have requested skat of Chief Counsel Robert Kennedy that I 
be invited to appear. 

I maintain it would be a tragic oversight to submit 
legislation to insure democratic procedure, which leaves the 
rank and file member with an obligation to pay dues in order 
to work, and yet hasn't any protection or means of relief if 
any of hia rights and privileges are denied improperly. 

Above all I am interested in preserving the trade union 
movement and if this la objectionable to anyone I believe 
they also should be permitted to voice their opinions. 

A trade union member is a worker who has pride in his 
craft, he has civic responsibility, and contrary to the 
Socialist unions obtains his measure of social Justice 
by the value he places on hia skill, not hia ability to vote.
